Is it true that Pone Adrian IV 
gave Ireland to the dominion of 
England? 


While John of Salisbury gives 
testimony that Pope Adrian IV. 
in 1156, invested King Henry II, 
of England, with sovereign 
rights over Ireland, and the 
statement of this eminent schol- 
ar seems to be the foundatiof of 
this same opinion held by many 
historians, yet there are excel- 
lent authorities such as Cardinal 
Gasquet and Cardinal Moran 
who deny that the alleged Bull 
of the Pope is genuine. Many 
non-Catholic authorities, though ; 
they regard the Bull as genuine, 
rold that it was not a valid act 
inasmuch as the Pope granted 
-he concession because of false 
representations,

-- How much bétter you feel today than if there had been 
no Lent! The contrast between what we have witnessed 
and practiced during the past seven qbkes and what we 
witness and are filled with today is so pronounced. The 
altars have beembare; the organ has been silent; the vest- 
ments of the priest penitgntia! ; the devotion of the Way of 
the Cress with its accompanying Stabat Mater was so sad; 
the miserere filled us with such different sentiments. Today 
roa is a wonderful transformation. The altars are bean- 

dily decorated; the organ and music are at their best; 

ha priest is robed in garments of joy; the alleluia replaces 
the miserere, and the whole liturzy of the Church fills us 
swith cheer and joy. 

Our hearts should overflow with joy for two reasons, 
the one for Christ’s sake and the other for our Own. This is 
really Christ’s day; the Church calls it “the day which the 
“Lord hath made.” Good Friday was not His day, as were
